Ths declsion of Recorder
Cankell and the sentences Imposed was
n stunning blow to the amusement men
of this resort and unless the case s suc-
connfully appealed will result in the Bun-
day cloning of every amusament place
here. That the authorities would preas
the case was prodicted yosterday morning
whoen Mr, Fennan was arrested and com-
pelled to depoalt 3200 ball for his appear-
Wnée yesterdny afternoon. In former
cases the managers of the amusement
placens were only summoned to appear and
not regquired to furnish ball. The canes
of Fred Moore, managor of the Apolip
Theatre, and Charles Anderson, mana-
ger of Kelth's Garden Theatre, were
first cnlled and postponed untll Friday on
wocount of tho absence from the eity of
their counnel. When the case of the city
agninst Mr. Fennan was called, Henry R.
Coulomb appeared for him and Asslstant
City Solloitor J." M, Shoen sppenred for
the clity,

After much heated argument the Re-,
corder adjudged Mr. Fennan gullty of the
16 offensea and sentenced him o pay a
fing of 3200 each for five of the offennes,
with a jall sentence of 3 daya If the
fines were not pald. Seéntence on the
other 11 charges was deferred untll Sep-
tamber 15,

An appeal has bean made to the Su-
preme Court on the ground of discrimi-
nation The ordinance permits Sunday
voncerts and motion-pleture shows.
